mortality. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, September 27 and Octo- 
ber 4, as follows: 

There were no transactions at this port during the week ended Sep- 
tember 23, 1905. 
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During the week named there were 38 deaths from cholera and 13 
deaths from plague in Calcutta. 

In Bengal, during the week ended September 16, 1905, there were 
93 cases and 72 deaths from plague. 

In India, during the same week, 3,939 cases and 2,871 deaths. 

During the week ended September 30, 1905, bill of health was issued 
to the steamship Saint Outhbert, bound for Boston and New York, with 
a total crew of 42. The usual precautions were taken, holds fumi- 
gated, and rat guards placed on wharf lines. There were no Asiatics 
on board.
